6. Installations ip School Vicinity: 


a. Near tne school proper is a daussian, ammunition dump, from 
which the ammunition for training purposes is drawn with 
three underground and two surface shelters and several 
ammunition tents. The dump is bordered by a 2 km guarded 
area, with watch towers. spaced at intervals, from which 
the area guards, numbering approximately 150 German police 
and 30 Russian soidiers, are empowered to shoot witnout 
warning 


b. This area algo serves as a training ground in military 
tactics where the students are instructed in platoon and 
eompany formations in attack and defense, close combat 
with artillery support, the use of hand grenades and ex~ 
plosives, target designation and judgement of distances, 
and topographic description. In the ruins of the bombed- 
out barracks house-to-house and shelter fighting are 
taught, while practice in forest fighting is given in 
the nearby wooded area. cingineering training, including 
the construction of emergency bridges, street olockades, 
barbed wire barriers and anti-tank defenses, as well as 
the neutralization of such defenses, is also stressed.
